The 1970’s and Our Schools 

From the time of its inception as a K-12 district, the Arl- 
ington School System has operated on a basic philosophy that 
its primary functions are to teach thoroughly the fundamental 
skills, guide the mental, social and physical growth of all stu- 
dents, and provide varied opportunities for independent and 
group thinking, problem solving and decision making. These 
objectives have been striven for through the establishment of 
a curriculum which recognized student needs, interests and 
individual differences. 
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To maintain this position in light of student population 
growth from 394 in 1960 to 573 today, new construction was re- 
quired and program offerings were expanded, not only to satis- 
fy student needs, but to meet minimum standards set by the 
State Department of Education and of the New England Asso- 
ciation of Colleges and Secondary Schools, our high school 
accrediting agency. 


As members of the Southwest Supervisory Union, the 
facilities of the Vocational Center at Mount Anthony Union are 
available to our students, a considerable number of whom are 
taking advantage of this new opportunity. 


Any changes in the Arlington program have taken place 
in an orderly and rational fashion to more fully implement our 
basic philosophy and to maintain quality education. But these 
changes, voluntary or mandatory, coupled with an inflationary 
spiral and a limited school population, have greatly increased 
the cost of education here as it has throughout the nation. 
However, per pupil costs in Arlington compare favorably with 
costs in Vermont School Districts of our size and makeup. 


It is comforting to note that our present staff and building 
facilities could accommodate a 10 to 15 percent increease in 
school population. 


If we are to meet the challenges of the day and prepare 
young people for productive citizenship, further curriculum 
changes are inevitable. These changes will depend largely on 
student’s felt needs, further technological changes and the 
changes of the economic, social and political forces at work in 
the world. 


When we seriously consider the effects of the rapid changes 
in our electronic, push button world, the gaining of full citizen- 
ship at an earlier age by millions of our young people, and are 
constantly reminded that by the late 1970’s only 20 percent of 
all available job opportunities will require a degree from a 
four-year college, we are forced to ponder what the next move 
in education should be. 


; The dedicated efforts of school staffs, school directors and 
citizens at large have been responsible for the maintenance of 
a program of quality education in Arlington. With the same 
dedication on the part of all concerned with our school today 
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and in the days to come, there is no reason to doubt our ability 
to effect the necessary curricular changes to meet the chal- 
lenges of the future while meting th individual needs of our 
students.

The year 1971 has been one of continuing growth for the 
Martha Canfield Memorial Library.

MARTHA CANFIELD LIBRARY 
Librarian’s Report, 1971 


Library circulation this year rose to an average of close to 
120 per day, aided by a considerable rise during the summer 
months. An increasing number of books were borrowed from, 
and loaned to, other libraries throughout the state; these in- 
cluded, for the first time this year, the library of the State Pri- 
son at Windsor, where an inmate borrowed a copy of “The 
Proper Bostonians.”’ Approximately 60 films were borrowed 
from the Department of Libraries for local use, and this total 
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will rise since the Arlington Day Care Center is now using films 
from this source. 


New memberships rose from last year’s total of 73 to a new 
high of 81, and this includes a number of family memberships, 
so the total of new individuals served is even higher. New books 
accessioned totalled nearly 500, up 20% from last year, and al- 
most all of the increase was accounted for by gift books from 
friends of the library.

Annual Report of the Dr. Russell Historical Library for 1971 


A major accomplishment this past year was the finishing 
of a consolidation of the Vital Statistics of Sunderland. While 
nearly half of these records during the early 1800’s have dis- 
appeared, this gap has been partially filled from other sources. 
A listing made by Dr. Russell 30 years ago of all gravestones in 
Monkton’s eight cemeteries was also consolidated and a copy 
given to his Memorial Library in Monkton. An additional 15 
years index to Vermont Historical Society quarterlies was com- 
pleted, thus making this valuable source of our history readily 
available. Twenty-five years of these magazines are presently 
being bound. 


More than 60 books have been shelved, many picked out for 
us by Mr. Ellingwood and his helpers from their collections. 
Many duplicate State Reports have been given to the Castleton 
College Library. Innumerable pamphlets, clippings, etc., have 
been indexed and filed. Over 50 genealogical inquiries have been 
serviced. Several family lineage volumes have been given us, in- 
cluding a huge one on the Mattesons, donated by area kin. A 
goodly number of researchers have visited our library and spent 
many hours therein. Two such from Canada are currently col- 
lecting material for books on Loyalists who fled this area in 
1776-8 and settled in Ontario. Nearly half of the early Arlington 
families were split in their sentiments at that time. Some man- 
aged to stay here and others were welcomed back after the War. 
Much hardship and harsh treatment was met with, and the 


a 
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story of these people has never been properly told. These books 
will be very useful and interesting additions to Vermont his- 
tory. 


A continuing work is the making of resumes of our early 
journals, diaries and account books. Mr. and Mrs. Dave Thomas 
are completing the transcription and indexing of personal jour- 
nals of the Judson family of Sunderland and East Arlington, 
1858-78. These journals are being kindly loaned by Mrs. Ethel 
Benjamin and the Thomases are giving our library copies of 
their work. Recently finished is a resume of four books kept by 
Sam T. R. Cheney of Jamaica and Brattleboro. They cover a 
period from 1834-70 and include a line-a-day diary from 1861-8. 
This diary records the death of 2 sons in the last days of the 
Civil War. His third son had been wounded at Bull Run, re- 
covered and returned to serve out the war. Mr. Cheney is a fore- 
bear of Mrs. Walter Hard, Jr., who presented the books to us. 
An even more important resume is that of Col. Timothy Brown- 
son’s account book which he started in 1758, six years before 
coming to Sunderland as a first settler. This is possibly the 
earliest such record book in Vermont. Lemuel Hawley’s tavern 
and trading journal of the 1840’s is of great local interest. He 
was a grandson of Jehiel and the tavern was near the site of the 
Red Mill in West Arlington. 


We are sorely missing Mrs. Green’s able assistance.

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REPORT OF THE ARLINGTON COMMUNITY PUBLIC 
HEALTH NURSING SERVICE, INC. FOR 1971 


The activities of the Arlington Nursing Service are out- 
lined below for the year 1971 and following is a factual report 
on the services rendered made out by Miss Tynan, Public Health 
Nurse, and Mrs. Macksey, School Health Aide; included in this 
report are the services rendered by the Manchester Nursing 
Association for home nursing visits and physiotherapy visits 
in the communities of Arlington, Sunderland and Sandgate. 
(These visits are contracted by the ACPHNS.) 


Our Well-Baby Clinic is held on the first Tuesday of each 
month throughout the year. Dr. Ruth Ellen Steinman very ably 
conducted the clinics through August 1971, after which they 
have been conducted by Dr. Elizabeth Byrnes. This clinic is open 
to all infants and pre-school children of Arlington, Sunderland 
and Sandgate and provides physical examinations, reeommend- 
ed inoculations and vaccinations. Working with other health 
services in the state, we can offer diagnosis and treatment of 
speech, hearing, vision, orthopedic, neurological, cardiac and 
other health problems. 


Our Dental Program includes a dental survey of all the 
school children, grades K-12 by Dental Hygienist, Mrs. Clar 
Vaughn. A report of needed dental work is then sent to the par- 
ents. A dental brush-in was conducted for grades K-3 and a 
demonstration (with film) was given for grades 4-6. Cleaning 
and dental care is provided to the children by Dr. Isley S. Zecher 
of Manchester, to whom we owe a debt of thanks for his co- 
operation in this program for over twenty years. Transporta- 
tion and child-sitting services are supplied for this program by 
the Arlington Nursng Service every Tuseday throughout the 
school year. 


A brochure was printed this year with the able sklli and 
talent of Mr. Thomas Weakley, and circulated throughout the 
three communities. It is our hope that this will better inform 
the citizens of these communities of the services available 
through the ACPHNS. 


Our regular staff includes the very able servicees of Eliza- 
beth Tynan, Public Health Nurse and Mrs. Marjorie Macksey, 
School Health Aide. We would like to thank our staff, all our 
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volunteers, the Manchester Nursing Association, Dr. Zecher, 
Mrs. Vaughn for their unlimited services, and Dr. James P. 
O’Neil for the technical skill and the willing cooperation he 
gives to the Nursing Servee. Our thanks also go to the Lions 
Club for their help in our eye-health program.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT — 1971 


The health of the people of the town was about average for 
1971. There was an invasion of viral organism the last two 
months of the year creating considerable discomfort but few 
real complications. 


Six clinics at the schools as well as the Well-Baby clinics 
immunizing for polio, regular measles, German measles, small- 
pox, dphtheria and tetanus have kept our population almost 
completely free from these diseases. The incidence of regular 
measles over the country has increased considerably in the past 
year due to failure of immunizing of the children of these other 
localities. 


Grades one and eight were tine tested for any possible Tu- 
berculosis contact and all were found negative. This is a state 
wide program that will be conducted for another four years. 


The tests of the town water supply, fifty-five samples in 
_ number, were about two-thirds uncontaminated. Following con- 
taminated results, the chlorine content was increased to take 
care of the intestinal bacteria found, thus quickly insuring a 
pure water supply. Red Mountain water supply was found to be 
slightly to moderately contaminated on all samples taken. 


The sewage disposal problem remains the same and action 
on sewage disposal becomes more imperative each year.

For the past three years this department, as a courtesy, 
has furnished to each town and city the amounts spent and 
people aided in each locality under the various Social Welfare 
programs. This information replaced the previous annual report 
to each town of the charges that had been assessed against their 
community for their share of State operated welfare programs. 
The enactment of the Social Welfare Act of 1967 eliminated 
sharing in State welfare costs at the local level and, as a result; 
the requirement for reporting to the towns. 


There has been a partial decentralization to welfare dis- 
tricts of the public assistance check writing process in an effort 
to equalize workloads and to more promptly render help to 
needy Vermonters. The checks are manually issued in the dis- 
trict offices and do not generate machine readable data input 
necessary to the computer program which has supplied the 
tables furnished on a town basis in the past. Producing the sta- 
tistics by manual tabulation could not be justified in view of the 
expense involved in State tax dollars. Accordingly, the informa- 
tion is not being furnished to you this year. 


When the welfare system is computerized, the department 
will again be in a position to furnish each town with individual 
welfare statistics as an inexpensive by-product of essential 
operations for informational purposes.

- The Town of Arlington has been the home of the Benning- 
ton County Regional Planning Commission since its organiza- 
tion in 1967. The office in the ArIngton Town Hall has served as 
a source of information and assistance for many local residents 
regarding property development, environmental laws, planning, 
and state and town affairs.. 


In 1971 the Commission staff assisted the Town Planning 
Commission with the preparation and presentation of the town 
plan. On December 13 the town plan was formally adopted by 
the Selectmen. In the area of long-range planning the BCRPC 
conducted region-wide studies in housing, employment, water 
quality, fragile ecological site protection and industrial site lo- 
cation. The information contained in these reports provides 
facts and ideas that can help citizens and selectmen make the 
tough decisions our times are constantly requiring. 


In 1972 several projects of direct service to Arlington 
are planned by the BCRPC. Of first priority will be assistance 
to the town planning commission and selectmen on the prepara- 
tion of zoning by-laws for a public vote before August, 1972. 
Second, is assistance with any further consideration by the 
townspeople of a sewer for Arlington. In addition, other tasks 
at the request of the town meeting or selectmen will be under- 
taken.
